The city also agreed to a few 
change work orders on the in- 
frastructure repairs they are 
doing throughout the city. 

They agreed to increase the 
size of a water main that will 
serve the Vogel Street area from 
a 6 inch water main to a 12 inch 
main. The 1170 feet of water line 
will then become one of the main 
lines in the loop system the city is 
building and will serve the area 
for many years, according to 
Randy Frykberg, City Manager. 
He asked the commissioners to 
approve the change now as he 


,_ didn’t think it would be a good 


idea to install a small main and 
then have to rip up the road and 
change it to a larger main when 
the area develops. The additional 
cost of the change will be $17,875. 

Another change was also ap- 
proved for the North Street and 
West Michigan Avenue areas, 
The City will be installing 1000 
feet of 24 inch storm.sewer along 
with 300 feet of 12 inch storm 
sewer and adding eight manholes 
and 10 catch basins on those two 
roads. They are also going to be 
using a stronger pipe since the 
depth of the pipe will be fairly 
close to the surface and could 
have become broken. The ad- 
ditional cost for that change is 
going to be $61,400. 

Frykberg also told the com- 
missioners that the new ice 
skating rink will be delayed as a 
four-wheel drive truck decided to 
use the new packed snow surface 
as a testing ground. The 
resulting damage has been 
repaired and restitution is being 
sought from the driver of the 
truck. As soon as the weather 
turns cold, the skating rink will 
be flooded and prepared for use. 
The new rink is located at the 
bottom of the Avalanche Preser- 
ve Park. 


Seven retail stores okayed in new shopping center 


North and South Lake Streets 
will be sites for construction as 
the Boyne City Planning Board 
approved two plans Monday 
night at their monthly meeting. 

One will involve the construc 
tion of a seven retail store mini 
mall north of Glen’s Market and 
across the street from the Essex 
plant. 

Construction is expected to 
start as soon as the weather 


breaks next spring, according to 
Michael D. Combs of the Alpine 
Development Company in 
Gaylord. Completion is hoped by 
the fourth of July so the store 
spaces will be ready for rental 
next summer. 

Each store will be about 27 
feet by 42 feet in the 8,000 square 
foot building that will be located 
on property presently belonging 
to Dorian D, Adgate. The shop- 


ping center will be on about 1.143 
acres of land in front of the 
mobile home park. 

Planners noticed the 
developers were not changing 
the present duck pond that is on 
the property. City manager Ran- 
dy Frykberg told the planners 
the developer will need to have 
special permits from the DNR 
concerning the development. as it 
will be within 500 feet from the 


lake. The duck pond, if it were to 
be filled or changed, would need 
additional permits and the 
developers elected to work 
around that feature of the 
property. 

After reviewing the site plan, 
the planners approved it with the 
recommendations that the 
developer add a sidewalk along 
the front of the property on Lake 
Street, have no exposed neon 


tube signs, have no lights shining 
on trailer park property, delete 
the northerly entrance on Lake 
Street, have no free standing 
sign unless an application is made 
for it, and properly maintain the 
front and back landscape of the 
site. 

Planners also asked the 
developer to see if he could get 
permission to develop an entran-

MDOT issues warning on 


pushing snow 


Preperty owners piling snow 
high along roadways and 
shoulders or pushing it to the op- 
posite side of the street can cause 
hazardous’ conditions for 
motorists, and the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT) warns that it’s also 
against the law. ’ 

State law (P. A. 82 of 1978) 
prohibits businesses and citizens 
from dumping snow on roadways 
and shoulders or piling it so high 
at driveway entrances that it @b- 
structs the vision of motorists. 

The department recommends 
residents keep the shoulder in 
front of their driveways clear and 
also clear snow for a short 
distance from the driveway in 
the direction of approaching traf- 
fic, 

“That way the view of a 
motorist entering the roadway 


from a driveway is not obstruc- 


ted,” explained Maury Wit- 
teveen, MDOT's chief of main- 
tenance.

“When clearing your 
driveway,” he said, “push the 
snow away from the roadway 
and to the sides of the driveway 
for its full length and the problem 
of the high snow banks blocking a 
driver’s view will be eliminated.” 

Witteveen said large 
businesses should make special 
arrangements ahead of time to 
remove snow from their 
driveway entrances and 
driveways. In some cases it may 
be necessary to truck snow away 
from parking facilities. 

Violators leave themselves 
open to fines and lawsuits for 
public liability and property 
damage.

All property owners and per- 
sons hired to remove snow are 
responsible for maintaining safe 
traffic conditions and preventing 
careless snow-removal 
techniques.

and said they would start a sear- 
ch for a replacement with the 
position being posted and ap- 
plications accepted from in- 
terested cooks.

Grant awarded to Growth Alliance 


The Michigan Department of 
Commerce awarded a $51,300 
matching grant to the Antrim- 
Charlevoix Community Growth 
Alliance (CGA), one of 37 
statewide CGAs to help coor- 
dinate local economic develop- 
ment efforts.

Michigan Department of 
Commerce Director Doug Ross 
said that nearly $4.4 million has

CGAs may be made up of as 
many as three components: an 
Areawide Development Office 
(ADO), Small Business Center 
(SBC) and Local Procurement Of- 
fice (LPO). 

The ADO provides business 
development assistance in site 
selection, financial packaging, 


coordination of local retention ef- 
forts, assistance in local and state 
regulation and zoning. 

The SBC focuses primarily on 
helping with management and 
technical assistance, and infor- 
mation to small businesses 
regarding business plans, 
development, financial analysis 
and start-up procedures. 

The LPO works” with 
businesses in obtaining federal 
government contracts. 


Wolverine clear of Fermi Il nuke plant 


BOYNE CITY-Wolverine 
Power Supply Cooperative, Inc., 
the Detroit Edison Company and 
the U.S. Deaprtment of 
Agriculture, Rural Electrification 
Administration (REA) have 
signed the final documents that 
will permit the cooperative to sell 
its ownership in the Fermi 2 
Nuclear Power Plant back to the 
Detroit Edison Company. 

The complex agreements will 
proceed in phases culminating in 
the sale of all of Wolverine’s Fer- 
mi 2 ownership to Detroit Edison 
in 1990. The purchase price ap- 
proximates $550 million. In ad- 
dition, Detroit Edison has agreed 
to provide Wolverine with an ad- 
ditional approximately $250 
million between now and 1990 to 
meet Wolverine’s Fermi 2 debt 
financing obligations. 

Wolverine officials signed the 
Fermi 2 sale documents on 
Friday, December 11 in 
Washington D.C., after necessary 
approvals were received from the 
cooperative's board of directors, 
and the boards of directors of the 
cooperative’s seven member 
systems. 

The transaction has also 
received formal approvals from 
the U.S. Department of Justice 
and the Office of Management and 
Budget. 

The Fermi 2 agreements, which 
culminated more than 22 months 
of negotiations amongst the par- 
ties, follow two major contractual 
amendments ratified in 1983 and 
1985 respectively, in the earlier 
Fermi 2 agreements. The 

agreement requires Wolverine to 
purchase a substantial portion of 
its future power supply needs 


from Detroit Edison. 
“By entering into this 
agreement, Wolverine and 


Detroit Edison are assured of 
maintaining their power supply 
partnership well into the next 
century,” said Raymond R. 
Cristell, Wolverine’s Executive 
Vice President and General 
Manager. “This agreement is a 
prime example of two electric 
utilities working together to 
achieve a viable and economical 
supply of electrical energy for 
their consumers for many years to 
come.”

Under the agreement, Detroit 
Edison will be providing 
Wolverine with monies for 
payment to REA on five quarterly 
‘principal and interest payments 
dating back to September 30, 
1986. In addition, Wolverine will 
be selling portions of its Fermi 2 
ownership to Detroit Edison until 
the plant is placed in commercial 
operation. From the commercial 
operation date until 1990, Detroit 
Edison will buy back all of 
Wolverine’s capacity and energy 
from the plant. Upon closing in 
1990, Detroit Edison will purchase 
Wolverine’s remaining ownership 
for approximately $550 million.

Ne 
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Busy ferry fleet preceded Mackinac bridge 


Nov. 1, 1957, closed 
one chapter in the 
history of Michigan 
transportation and 
opened another. On that 
bright fall day, the 350- 
foot icebreaker ferry 
Vacationland, one of the 
most powerful ships on 
the Great Lakes, sailed 
across the Straits of 
Mackinac for the last 
time. 
An hour or two later, 
the magnificent new 
Mackinac Bridge, the 
longest suspension 
bridge ever built, 
opened to traffic after 
three and a half year's of 
construction. With its 
completion, the fleet of 
state-owned ferries that 
had transported 
passengers and vehicles 
across the straits since 
1923 went out of ser- 
vice, permanently. 

Construction of the 
five-milelong bridge, a 
centuries-old dream, 
was a proud accom- 
plishment for the people 
of Michigan. Most 
travelers, though, 


viewed the passing of 
the state ferries with 
mixed emotions. 

For them, the 
leisurely trip across the 
straits was a pleasant 
experience and, for 
many, it was the 
nearest they came to a 
shipboard voyage. 

The ferries plied the 
harrow gap that 
separates Michigan's 
two peninsulas seven 
days a week, the year 
around. Service was 
rarely suspended 
because of bad weather, 
but there were times 
when strong winds 
jammed ice into dock 
areas, trapping even the 
big Vacationland, queen 
ofa fiveferry fleet. 

There were other 
delays when auto traffic 
got heavy. In the 
November deer-hunting 
season, thousands of 
hunters jammed the 
docks and the adjoining 
highway while they 
waited to board the 
ferries. Vendors did a 
lively business selling

hot pasties and other 
items to impatient 
drivers and their 
passengers eager to 
move on to the Upper 
Peninsula. 

The state ferries 
operation came into 
being through an act of 
the State Legislature, 
which reacted to public 
displeasure with the in- 
frequent and expensive 
ferry service for motor 
vehicles provided by 
railroad ferries. The 
State Highway Depar- 
tment - now the 
Michigan Department 
of Transportation - star- 
ted the service July 31, 
1923, with the Ariel, a 
small carferry operating 
in the Detroit River 
between Detroit and 
Walkerville, Ont. 
Buying and fitting it to 

marine inspection 
cost the state $19,000. 

Before ice stopped 
the service on Nov. 21 
that year, the Ariel, 
with a capacity of only 
20 cars, had hauled 
10,351 cars across the

straits. That was many 
more than the railroad 
boats, with their 
irregular schedules, 
would have carried.

bought two more used 
boats late in 1923, 
bringing them from the 
East Coast to Detroit. 
There they were 
lengthened so they 
could carry 40 cars each 
and rechristened the 
City of St. Ignace and 
City of Mackinaw City. 
Both went into service 
the folowing summer, 
leading to the sale of the 
tiny Ariel. 

Ferry traffic at the 
straits nearly 
quadrupled in the 
second year, with more 
than 38,000 vehicles 
making the crossing. A 
third boat, the Straits of 
Mackinac, joined the 
fleet in 1928, 

Winter service began 
in 1931, first under an 
arrangement for a 
railroad icebreaker to 
carry cars across the 
straits during the cold 
months and then, in 
1936, under a lease that 
put the railroad 
icebreaker Sault Marie 
in service on a regular 
schedule. 

Business at the 
Straits kept growing, 
and so did the ferry 


fleet. In 1937, the high- 
way department bought 
the City of Cheboygan, 
a converted Lake 
Michigan carferry. Then 
came two larger rebuilt 
car ferries, the City of 
Munising in 1938 and 
the City of Petoskey in 
1940. The smaller St. 
Ignace and Mackinaw 
City were sold to the 
federal government for 
service on the Atlantic 
Coast. 

The first of the 
ferries specially 
designed to carry straits 
traffic was the 10,000- 
horsepower Vacation- 
land. Built for $4,475,000 
at the Great Lakes 
Engineering Works in 
River Rouge, MI, it was 
350 feet long, with a 75- 
foot beam. The 
Vacationland, half again 
larger than the largest 
of the other ferries, 
carried nearly 150 cars 
and trucks. Its arrival 
raised the fleet capacity 
to about 500 vehicles. 

By the time the five 
vessel went out of 
business in 1957, it was 
carrying between 
900,000 and one million 


vehicles a year, 

All five vessels were 
sold and put to other 
uses. The Straits of 
Mackinac carried 
passengers between 
Mackinaw City and 
Mackinac Island until 
1968 as part of a fleet 
owned by a group of 
former ferry employees. 

Later Peterson 
Builders, Inc, of 
Sturgeon Bay, Wis., 
bought the ferry and 
converted it into a 
floating dormitory of 
sorts for Navy men sent 
for training and 
shakedown cruises 
aboard ships built by 
the company. Today, it 
is a mere storage barge. 

The City of Munising 
and City of Cheboygan 
served as floating 
warehouses for Edward 
H. Anderson, a major 
potato grower and 
dealer on Washington 
Island off the tip of 
Wisconsin's Door 
Peninsula in Lake 
Michigan. About 10 
years ago, they were 
towed to Italy after
